On the basis of this rich 
material culture, as well as 
the evidence offered by the 
stratification, Dr. Stekelis 
considers this site to be de- 
finitely Neolithic and dates it 
at 6500 BCE. This ig rather 
important inasmuch as cer- 
tain archaeologists have denied 
the existence of a Neolithic 
phase in Palestine. In their 
opinion, “Neolithic” is not 
legitimate in the chronologi- 
cal sequence of prehistoric 
Palestine. 

Dr. Stekelis, who is well on
